1A Proclamation concerning Tobacco. 


_—— 2 =) Hereas in the Reigne of Our late deare Father, and ſince Our ac- 


Coon to the Crowne, vpon mature deliberation there haue beenſund2y 
Pꝛoclamations publiſhed foꝛ reſtraining the landing of Tobacco to 
; ; cerfaine Pozts and Harbours within this Kingdome , and againſt 
4 5 planting of the ſame Within this Nealme; And koꝛ that they haue not

a been put in due execution , diners raudes and abuſes haue beene 
152 late inuented and put in execution, by mixing of Tobacco, not 


Materials fatifying a and d coprupting the ſame, to the great hurt and damage of Our people, 
both in their eſtates aud perſons, which growing euill map in ſome meaſure bee prevented, if 
the Tobacco bꝛought into this Our Realme ſhall be layd oz landed onely in one Poꝛt and place, 

Foz remedie therefoꝛe in that behalfe, and to the end Wee may bee the moze truely anſwered 
of the Cuſtome, Impoſt, and other dueties due vnto Us fo: Tobacco bzonght into thisRealme 
by way of Merchandize, whereof wee haue been ſundzy times defrauded by landing the ſame at 
the pleaſures of the Owners: Wee doe hereby publiſh and declare Our Royall will and plea⸗ 
lure, That no Tobacco bee hereafter landed, 02 impoꝛted to bee landed at any other Pozte, then 
in Our Poꝛt of London, and at no other place of theſayd 12 02t then at the Key and Wharke com: 
monly called the Cuſtome-houſe Rey ſtituate in Our Citie of London, and other Poꝛt o2 place foz 
landing of Tobacco Mee doe not admit oꝛ allow, but them inhibite. 

And Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all and ſizgular Cuſtomers, Comptrol⸗ 
lers, Searchers, Waiters and other Officers, attending in all Our Pozts, Creekes, 02 plates of 
lading oꝛ bnlading, (except Our ſald Poꝛt of London) not to take entries of any Tobacco, no2 
luffer the ſame to be taken, landed, oz layd on ſhoare in any other Harbour, Poꝛt, Crecke oꝛ place 
within this Kingdome , vpon paine that cuery of the ſaid Officers that ſhall bee found negli- 
gent, corrupt oꝛ remiſle herein, ſhall vndergoe ſuch paines and penalties, as by the Lawes o2 
Cenſureof our Court of Starre chamber may bee inflicted vpon them fo2 the ſame. 

And it is Our further will and pleaſure, that if any Ship oz Barque wherein Tobacco ſhall 
be loaden ſhall arrine at any other Poꝛt oꝛ place then at Our ſayd Pozt of London. 


Wet doe hereby gine full power and Autpoꝛitie to ail and every the Cuſtomers, Comp- 
trollers, Durneyours, Searchers and Watters, and enery of them there attending, and doe 
command them to take and arreſt the ſame Tobacco, and fozthwith to make Certificate to the 
Cuſtomers of the Pozt of London, of the Owners name of ſuch Ship oz other Ueſſell, and 
his place of dwelling , the number and names of the Officers, and Mariners in the fame, 
the place from whence the ſame Tobacco came, with the quantitte of Tobacco that ſhall bee 
contained therein. . 

And allo, that Dur ſaid Officers, oꝛ ſome of them, (hall with all conuenient ſpeed cauſe and 
pꝛoture the Tobacco ſo by them arreſted, to bee carefully tranſmitted to the laid Poꝛt of London, 
to the Cuſtomer there, that the ſame may bee there viewed, and the ducties thercof belonging 
vnto Us, may be duely payed and ſatiſfied , and ſuch further oꝛder taken with the lame, and 
with the Owners thereof, as ſhall be lit. 

And whereas notwithſtanding fozmer Pꝛoclamatious publiſhed to the contrary, yet Wee 
are infozmed, that Tobacco is ſtill planted and ſowen in diners parts of Our Realmes of 
England and Ireland, in contempt of Us and Our Royall Commands declared to the contrary; 
We do therefoꝛe hereby agaiue abſolutely pꝛohibit the Planting therof in Our ſatd Kingdomes, 
as allo the bꝛinging into the ſame of any Seed foz the increaſe thereof, from the parts beyond the 
Seas; The Tobacco growing in the Noꝛtherne and moiſt Climats being not onely vnwhole⸗ 
ſome foꝛ mans body, but the ſane maketh kertill grounds become foz a long ſpace leſſe fruitſull, 
that might otherwile pzoduce Cozne, Herbes and Rootes fo2 the ſuſtenance of Our Subietts. 

And koꝛ the moꝛe tertaine depzeſſing of the lame, we doe hereby ſtraitly comand Our Juſtices 
of Alſize within their ſeuerall Circuits, Our Juſtites of Peace within Our ſeuerall Counties 
ofthis Kingdome, Matozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, and other Our Officers within each Cittte 
and Towne Cozpozate, that they at their ſcuerall Sittings, Quarter Seſſions, and meetings, 
giue theſame in charge as an Offence, whereof Wee expect due refozmation , requiring aRe- 
turne thereof amongſt other the grieuantes of the Countrey in their Pꝛelentments, And the 
names and dwelling places of any Offenders herein, and the qualities of their Offences , to pze- 
ſent to the Loꝛds of Our Pꝛiuie Countel, the then next Tearme after euerp ſuch Sitting o2 mee- 
ting, to the end the Offenders may bee pꝛoceeded againſt by ſentence in Our Court of Starre- 
chamber, oz otherwile, as in iuſtite ſhall be thought fit. 

And laſtly, We doe by theſe PÞzeſents will and require all and ſinguler Matoꝛs, Sheriffes, 
Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughes, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Sear- 
chers, waiters, and all other Our Dfficers and Miniſters whatloener , that they and euery of 
them in their ſeuerall places and Offices, be diligent and attendant inthe execution of this Dur 
P2oclamation,as they will anſwereche contrary at their vttermoſt perils.
